POULTRY IN RESTRICTSU RUNS 
The Ground Necessary: to Keep Fowl 
Healthy Peneing 
When fowla muat be kept within cer 
tain limits the question arises ‘How 
much ground is required to keep the grass 
fresh?” for grass is beautiful only when 
fresh and clean Half an acre to every 
fifty full grown fowis ws the rule, and this 

is hardly cnough for the heavier breeds 


POULTRY FENCE. 


A very good plan when tho runs are re- 
stricted is to have gravel ruus to the 
houses of moderate capacity for each fifty 

' birds, and a large field in grass, where 
they can go in turns during the day 

When fencing is necessary the best ma 
terial is wire netting, which, If galvan- 
ized, lasts a long time. That with two 
inch mesh Is fine enough. Av adniirable 
fence {s shown in thecut. The bottom 
half is of galvanized iron and the upper 
half of wire, thus forming a complete 
division between runs and being at the 
samo time a shelter against rain, wind 
and sun Movable fences are a good in- 
vention, as these prevent a frequent 
shifting of runs. 


Bonos for Fertiltixing. 

Bones may be reduced by dissolving 
with sulphuric acid or boiling them in 
lye; also, in a slower way, by mixing them 
up when broken ina heating compost of 
horse manure, earth, ashes, etc., and to be 
kept moist with drainage from the stable. 
Bones in burning lose the nitrogen they 
contain, but as they are chiefly valued for 
their phosphoric acid, which is mostly re- 
tained In the ash, this is the’ easiest way 
of making a small amount of them avail- 
able. When burned in a wood fire they 
will add largely to the value of the ashes 
asmanure Ten per cent. of potash a 
contained in the ashés of hard woods.

although meat is as cheap in Uhina as in 
America. His daily food consists of rice 
ateamed, cabbage boiled in a groat deal of 
water, and ag a relish, raw turnip pickled, 
but in a strong brine, of which he has only 
two or three bits the sixes of rice. When 
he wishes to be very extravagant, and is 
reckless of expense, he buys a cash worth 
of the dried seeds of the watermelon, 
and munches them as a dessert. In sum- 
mer he eats cucumbers raw, skin, prickles, 
and all, or molons not wasting the rind, or, 
it may be, a raw carrot or turnip. His 
clothing is a8 simplo_aa his diet, In the 
summer it codsists of shoes and stockings, 
both made of cotton cloth; and a .pair of 
trousers, without lining, of thosame mater- 
ial. He has alsog sort of shirt worn out- 
side the trousers,.but this he wears only 
on state occasions; For spring ard autumn 
he wears, ifhe can afford it, garments of 
the samo material lined. In the winter, in 
a climate like Now York or Philadelphia, 
his trousers are wadded and his upper gar- 
ment is either also wadded or is a sheep- 
skin tanned with the wool on and worn 
with the wool next his skin. He scorns 
underclothing of every sort. One suitans 
wers for day and right, since he sleeps 
in the same clothes in which he works. 
Hence he is not troubled with much _bag- 
gage when he yooson a journey. Three 
dollars weu'd probably buy the entire 
summer wa.drubo of what may be call 
ed a comfortably poor Chinaman—that 
is one at work on steady wages—while 
twenty-five or thirty cents would be more 

| than sufficient to purchase all the rage— 
and he wears nothing else—of the yery 
poor. In the winter ho always pawns his 
summer clothes and in the same way en- 
trusts his winter clothing as soon as warm 
weather comes to the keeping of his 
“uncle,” His house is built of either sun- 
dried or **broken” brick laid in mud, has 
never any other than a brick, or, more 
commonly, a mud floor, windows of paper, 
and a door svfticiently open for all purposes 
of ventilation, For a family of five or 
six persons there is seldom, _ if 
ever, more than one room. The 
entire furniture consists of a table, a 
ricketty stool or two, and a raised platform 
of brick covered with a course. mat of reeds, 
which serves asa bed, This house has no 
chimney and no fire is used, winter or sum- 
mer, except the small amount needed for 
the family cooking. The character of the 
food consumed in such a family has already 
been described, but somothing ought to be 
said as to ite cost. It is a very common 
picture ia Pekin or any other city in China 

, to seo a little boy or girl going with a few 
cash and two or three rude and cheap dishes 
to purchase the materials for an evening 
meal, and the average cost of such a meal 
as has been described, for one person, is 
certainly not more than two cents of our 
money. lam convinced by many years’ 
residence among the Obinese and careful 
study of their habits and life that probably 
two-thirds of the entire population, or say 
200,000,000 of the peopl, live on a food 
consumption not exceeding $1.50 of our 
money a month, or say five cents a day,—

Hearing the Grass Grow,

dry leaves. But asthe sky was perfectly 
clear, the sound could not be rain ; and, as 
thore was not a breath of air stirring, it 
could not be wind. Nor could it be the 
jumping of insects, for it was quite too ear- 
ly in the season forthem. Tho queer crack- 
ing continved. Fresently the listener 
stopped and listened more inteutly, and he 
satistiod himself by a sufficient oxamina- 
tion end by a comparison with othor places 
| in the neighborhood, that the cracking was 
made by the pushing up of the growing 
grass upon a thin, continuous covering of 
dry buttonwood Jeayes that overspread it, 
Those leaves constituted almost a carpet 
over a thick mass of grass; and the grass, 
in lifting this covering, oracked it here and 
| there. It was the loaves and not the grass, 

to bo sure, that the listener heard, but it 
was tho growing of the grass that made 
them crackle, so that he may truly say,

Some of them suffer more or less from 


niental strain, and there isa certain nionot- 
ony in their lives which must be somewhat 
depressing. Time has wroughtsome changes 
in that fraternity which must bave bada 
salutary effect. Tho strict and rigid rules of 
action which agclety once wove around them, 
and which must have been, toa certain ex- 
tent,j detrimental to nervous health, bave 
beon relaxed somewhat, and the preacher of 
today has greater freedom. 

Asa result, it is safe to say that he escapes 
some of the dangers to which those who have 
gone before him wero subjected. It is well 
known that they were quite prone to become 
melancholia. Still the labors of ‘ministers 
aro the tax upon the nervous system, and we 
occasionally hear of one breaking down. 
The evil effects are, however, as a rule, com- 
batted by tentperate living, good habits, and 
a complacéney which characterizes many of 
them. Ithnas been accepted that the alfec- 
tions which spécially disable tho clergymen 
are diabetis, nervous heart trouble, rbeuma- 
tism, nevralgia, insomnia and melancholia

Tea Drinking and the Teeth. 

Some yoars since, when on duty at re- 
cruiting stations in the north of England, I 
took observations on the great amount of dis- 
ease and lossof the teeth existing among the 
class of men whooffered themselves. 9 It be 
came a cause of reflection of itself in great 
numbers, As far as inquiries went 1 was led 
to trace it to the working classes in the 
manufacturing towns, and this went on all 
through the day, whether with food or not, 
In fact, instead of 5 o'clock tea being the in- 
vention of the upper olasses, it was found to 
exist to an injurious) extent in the working 
classes long before that time, Tea seems to 
have a peouliar tendency to cause byperm- 
mis inthe tooth sacs, leading to inflamma- 
tion, and eventually, abscess of the fang, 
with, of course, dentralgia at every stage. 
Whether thig special tendency was due to 
teine or tannin haying'an elective affinity 
for dentine, it is not possible for me to say. 
It would be’curlous to know if medical’ men, 
practicing in such manufacturing districts, 
had observed the deterioration of teeth to be 
coincident with tea drinking.—British Medi- 
cal Journal.

stagnating, and has nob pushed ahead in the 
lt ie with-

From indications of various kinds now 
prevalent, wo think the bottom has been 
reached, and the future must depend upen 
our own energy. Many citios across the 
line have passed through the samo experi- 
ence, a notable instance being found in 
Minnoapolis and St. Paul, now two of the 
most thriving cities on the continent. They 
had a day of prospority followed by adown- 
fall so rapid that real ostate became unsale- 
ablo, and the population flew to other fields. 
All this has been regained; and as with 
them so it should be with us, and can be 
with ua if we only exer’ ourselves. 

Tho bridye is practically an assured fact, 
and with it must como a largely increased 
teade, The stovo foundry will shortly be 
operated again, and to show that all have 
not lost faith in our future a new industry 
his been started amongst us, and one that 
we think will lead to tho establishment of 
others, if we only take it up and make the 
most out of it, 

The Lumbor Cutting Co'y, have started 
here to make material for boxes of all kinds, 
particularly tho finer grades, and there ex- 
ista no reason why thoro should not bo built 
a box factory here to buy all this material 
from them and make it up ourselves, in- 
atead of letting it go-away to bopotit other 
places, 4s most assuredly it will unless a 
move 1 nade and madé quickly. 

Tho advantages a box factory would have, | 
{f started in connection with the Lumber 
Cutting Co., are posacased by no similar cor- 
poration. At prosent all box factories 
have to buy their stock and carry it a long 
time until dry and fit for use—in other 
words, have to raise thousands of dollars of 
capital on which, to bo a success, dividends 
must be paid. This lumber, when dry,has 
tu bo hauled to the factory and there first 
resawed into the thickness required and 
then planed to obtain a smooth surface, 

All this money and labor is done away 
with in the case we are now considering, as 
all stock needed would be carried by the 
Lumber Cutting Co. and their machinery 
is so arranged that they can produce lum- 
ber of any required thicanees from one- 
forty sighth of an inch up, and with a 
smooth surface, thus doing away with the 
operations of resawing and planing, or two 
handlings. 

Boxes are made in Canada by the million 
out of the woods that grow around us, such 
as elm, ash, basswood, butternut, birch, 
o,, and no reason exists why they should 
not be utilized in such manner as would 
result in the greatest benefit to Belleville. 

It would seem a shame that all these 
possibilities ehould be thrown away and 
allowed to enrich other citios, and we trust 
that an effort will at once be made to put a 
box factory under way. It could be start- 
ed, we believe, in five or six weoks and 
pending-its erection an arrangement might 
be reached with the Lumber Cutting Oo.., 
to manufacture the necessary materia) for 
them and have it dry and prepared for use 
the day the factory would be ready to start 
up, thus saving all delay. 

We have heard on the atreets more or 
less talk about putting up a factory such as 
we describe, but time is too short to admit 
of much delay, and we trust that some of 
our citizens will at once take the matter up 
and endeavor to put it in a business shapo.

Attention bas been called to this form 
of tree simply to {illustrate the general 
principle that pruning or piuthing back 
a strong shoot weakens I[t, and that the 
weaker ones profit by what to tho strong 
| ones has been dented. » In conclusion adds 
| this horticultist: If the shoots on a grow- 
ing vino are all weakish at the bottom, 
and a few strong ones are pushing at the 
top. we should pinch these strong ones 
back and take out the growing point soon 
after \t starts. or as soon as it occurs to 
us that the lower branches need strength- 
ening If it be an evergreen that we 
would thicken at the bottom, pinch out 
the growing points of the stronger 
branches, but let alone the weaker ones. 
If it be a pear tree that we would train to 
any special form, keep back the stronger 
branches and let the weaker ones grow. 
Only tn this way can we get branches 
where we need them. 


Honey Plants. 

All flowers, whether wild or cultivated, 
j are visited by the industrious bee for 
honey, and it ts not easy to say from 
what species it derives the most of its 
sweets. Orchardsin full bloom are me- 
lodious with their hum, and later on the 
fields of buckwheat are extraordinarily 
attractive, so much so, indeed, that honey 
made principally from this plant is readily 
distinguished from that made earlier from 
| fruit blossoms, white clover, etc., which 
is more highly esteemed on account of its 

finér color and quality.

ould day he noticed that bear and 
which had boon unusually plentiful during 
the winter, began to come down to low 
ground, and on the morning of the fourth 
day he opened his door to get some wood, 
but was brought up at a close range by a 
low growl. Upon Jooking up he saw four 
boars within twenty feet of his cabin. 

Choy wore great big fellows, and Mr, 
Schiles made up hia mind to have one, He 
wot his rifle, but the bears seemed to divine 
his motive and yot out of range. Tho in 
tense cold prevented him from following, 
and after layimy in enough wood to last two 
or three days, aod tilling his water barrel, 
he went back into the house and remained 
there until the cold weather had passed 

During the day the boara returned, and 
duer and two antelope, the first he had seen 
in & yeur,-moved down into the miniature 
valley in which hie shack otands, That 
night the weather was eo cold that Mr, 
Schiles was afraid to go to sleep, and kept 
a roaring fire in the stove all night. The 
night was made hideous, he says, by the 
coyotes aud bears.

Oace or twice one of the animals, pro- 
bably a bear, would dash against the house 
as if to break it in, and the deer were heard 
uttering plaintive cries during the night. 
At three o'clock Mr, Schiles drow his spirit 
thermometer in from the roof by way of 
the chimaey hole and found the thermo- 
meter still at 68 degrees below, the same 
that it had been twelve hours before. He 
thinks it was a great deal colder, and that 
the chemicals had been frozen. The night 
was a terribly long one, and at eight o'clock 
in the morning, when Mr, Schuies awoke 
from a short nap, the animals had moved 
away, and the weather moderated consider- 
ably, the mercury showing only 18 points 
below zero, 

On opening the door of his house, which 
he did cautiously, ho saw two bears, a 
dover and coyote lying on the ground. The 
deer and coyote had been killed during the 
night by the bears, but the two bears had 
no marks and had evidently frozen to 
death, as their bodies were rigid,

That is nov the case how, | 
nor will it be for a week or teu days to 
come. Tho vountry is in splondid condi 
tion, cows are doing well every whore, 
grass is growing with groat rapidity, thero 
is no further necessity of indoor rations, 
weather of tho past weck has beon cool but 
not cold, and dairymen are boginning to 
take long turns at tho milking pail, Tho 
cool, backward spring has put the grass 
and soil in such a condition that they 
will be able to-resist a long period of 
dry weather if such should come upon ua, 
Receipts in New York have not indicated su 
far as heavy a make of choeao in the ouun- 
try at large as there was last yoardown to 
this time; but the prico of butter is now 
only $c. above the pric) a yoar ago, aud 
the probability is that more milk will now 
bo converted into cheoss, 
The prospects of the immediate future 
aro not so favorable for dairymen as we 
should be glad to be able to predict, So 
far as we are aware, no sales hayo been 
made this year for future delivery, and 
there is no hope of support to the market 
from that source. With the excess of cheese 
left over in the epring, and fairly large re- 
ceipts since the first of May, there has been 
a gradual, not rapid, sinking of prices, and 
the present outlook is that this will continue 
for some time longer. ‘The heavy make of 
the season is yet tocome and tobe marketed, 
and inasmuch as thereare no future sales 
to be filled, exporters know that the bulk 
of this cheese must be taken by them, and 
they are disposed to press their advantage. 
Each week they ask for concessions, and as 
cheese is plentiful, and there 1s no trouble 
in getting all they want, they stick together 
and refuse to vegotiate until they can pet 
the stock at their own figures, Of course, 
receivers cannot hold the class of goods they 
are now getting or will get fora week or 
two to come, for the first grasa cheese has 
little advantage over foddey stock. So they 
do the best they can, and let the cheese go. 
But when we come to the fine full grasa 
make, there may be and probably will be a 
steadying up, since there will then be some 
advantage on the part of the holder.

Potatoes Under Mulch, 

At’ the Colorado state agricultural col- 
lege, where potatoes have been grown 
under mulch for three seasons, it has been 
decided that the best mulch is composed 
of either partially decayed materials or of 
clean oat straw. It is reported that the 
yield under mulch is ordinarily greater 
than without, éspecially in uncongenial 
climes. The shading of the ground fur- 
nishes the proper conditions of tempera 
ture and moisture at the root, as well as 
assuring the necessary mechanical condi- 
tion of the soll so desirable in securing 
uniformity and the greatest possible de 
velopment of tuber. A mulch, to be of 
any value in a dry climate, 
cording to the report in question, be quite 
a foot thick, using large seed ae aS 
ever, toenable the tops to push through 
the cover. 

The opinion is expressed that mulch 
culture.is only practicable on a small 
scale and in localities, soils and seasons 
unfavorable to thé potato under ordinary 
culture. 


Remedy for Apple Tree Borers. 

The entomologist of the Ohio» experi 
ment station advises one and the same 
remedy for both the round headed and flat 
headed borers and bark lice that so In- 
O, | fesse affect the trunks of ap a trees. 
he remedy is a wash made by m one 
quart of soft soap. or one pound = ard 
whee with two gallons of boiling hot 
water and then adding a pint of crude 
carbolic acid. This mixture should bea 
lied Inte in May and again three weeks 
ater with a scrub brush to the trunk and 
larger branches of the tree. If the bark 
is rough it ought to be scraped before tho 
wash is applied. No cracks in the bark at 
the ay the trunk where the Insects 
can enter should be missed in the applica- 
tion, as the sole object is to prerent the 
laying of the eggs from which the grubs 
are hatched 


Deep Soll for Strawberries, 

Strawberries will send their roots from 
twenty to thirty Inches Into the ground, 
if \t is made very rich and well workéd to 
that depth Mulching with rotted forest 
leaves saves all nex esaity for watering, 
and with the ground prepared and fert!!

This fs Sacramental day, and a large hum 

ber of persons joined the church, making 
the cowmunicant-membership 4,14. But 
thi€ is only a part of the great attendance 
that, Sunday mornings and evenings, over 
flow the immense audierics room, The Rev 
T. De Witt Talmage, D, D., took for his toxt 
the passage? ‘Whosoever doth not’ bear bis 
cross, and comé after me, cannot be my dis 
ciple."—Luke xiv, 27. He preached the fol 
lowing serman: 
* The cross was a gibbet on which criminals 
wero put to death. [¢ was somotimes made 
in the shape of the letter T, sometimes in thé 
shape of the letter X, sometimes in the shape 
of tho letter l—a simple upright; sometimes 
two eross pledes against the perpendicular 
bar, so that upon the lower cross piece the 
criminal partially sat. But whatever the 
stylo of the cross, it was always disgraceful 
and always agonizing. ‘ 

When Darius conquered Babylon he put 
200 captives to death” on tho cross. "When 
Alexander conquered Tyra, he put 2,000 cap- 
tives to death on the cross So it was just 
au ordinary mode of punishment, Bub in 

all the forest of crosses on tho hills and in 
the valleys of the earth, there is ong)cross 
that attracts more attention than anyother. 
{t is not higher tian the others, it is not 
made out of different wood, there is nothing 
peculiar in the noteh at which the two pieces 
are joined, andas to the scene, they witnessed 
cruciiixfous every fow weeks; so that I see 
areckless man walking about the hill and 
kicking careleesly asitle a skull, and wonder- 
jug who the villain was that had so flat and. 
niisshapen 4 head; and here is another skull, 
aud there on the hillside is another skull. In- 


Yleed, the Bible saysiit was ‘‘a place of skull.” 


But about tlie Victim On one of these crosses 
all ages are crying: ‘Who is he? was he a 
man? was lio a God? was he man and Gods" 
Through the diknoss of that gloomy day 
I tome clove up enough to the ¢ross to seo 
who it is. It is Jésus, How did he como 
there? Had he come up on the top of the bill 
to look off upon the beautiful landscape or 
upon a brilliant sunset? No, Hecame there 
ill and exhausted. People sometimes wonder 
why Christ expired so quickly on the, cross, 
in six or seven hours, while other victims 
have been on the cross for forty-eight hours 
before life was extinct. I will tell you tho 
reason. He was exhausted when be camo 
there Ho had'been scourged. Weare hor- 
rifled at the cruelties of the whipping post, 


but those cruelties were mercy compared 


with the scourging of Jesus Christ. 

Isaw at Autwerpa picture made by Rubens 
—Rubens’ picture of the scourging of Jesus 
Christ, It was the most overmastering pict- 
ure l ever looked at, or ever expect to see, 
As the long frocked official opened the door 
that hid the picture, there he was—Cbrist 
ed? Tho flagellator 
stood with the upper teeth clenched over the 
lower lip; as though to give violence to the 
bléws. There were the swollen shoulders of 
Christ, There were the black and blue ridges, 
denied even tho relief of bleeding. There 
was the flesh ndbering to the whips as they 
wero lifted. There were the marks where the 
knots in the whips gouged ont the flesh. There 
stood the persecutor, with bis foot on the calf 
Of the leg Of the Saviour, balancing himself. 
Ot the furious and hellish look 6n those faces, 
grinning vengeance against the Son of God. 
The picture seized me, it overwhelmed me; 
it seemed as if it would killme, I do not 
think I could have looked at it five minutes 
and have lived, , . 

But that, my friends, tras before Christ had 
started for Calvary, .That was only the 
whipping. Are you ready for your journey 
to tho cross aS" 

The carpenters havo split the timber into 
two pieces. They are heavy and’ they are 
long pieces, for ond of them must be fastened 
deép down it the earth, lest the struggling of 
tho victiim upset the structure. They put 
this timber upon the shoulder of Christ very 
gradually first, to seo whether he can stand 
it, and after they find he can stand it they 
put the whole weight upon bim. Forward 
now, to Calvary! The hooting and the yell- 
ing mob follow on. Under the weight of the 
cross, Christ being weary and sick, be stum 
bles and falls, and they jerk at his robe in 
dignant that he should bave stumbled aud 
fallen, and they cry: “Get up, get up!” 
Christ, putting one band on the ground and 


the éther ‘liad On the ‘cross, rises, looking 


into the face of Mary, his mother, for sym- 


patliys bat thoy tell her to stand back, it is 


no piace for a woman. ‘Stand back and stop 
this crying.” , 

Christ moves on with his burden upon bis 
shoulders, and there is a boy that passes 
along with him, a boy holding a mallet and 
afew nails | wouder what they are fori 
Christ moves on until the burden is so great 
ho staggers and falls flat into the dust and 
faints dead away, and a ruffiam-puts his foot 
on him and shakes him as be would a dead dog, 
while another Fuftian looks down at him 
wondering whether he bas fainted away, or 
whether be is only pretending to faint away, 
and with jeer and contempt Indescribable, 
says: “Fainted, have you? Fainted! Get 
up| get on!” 

Now chey have arrived at the foot of the 
hill. Off with his clothes! Shall that loath 
some mob look upon the unrobed body of 
Christ! Yes. The commanding officers say: 
“Unfasten the girdle, take off the coat; strip 
him!” The work is done But bring back 
tho coat, for here are the gamblers tossing 
up coin on the ground, enying: “I have it, I 
have it; itis mine!” Ho rolls it up and puts 
it under his arm, or he examines it to sep 
what fabric it is madeof. Then they put 
the cross upop the ground and they stretch 
Christ upén it, and four or five men hold 
him down while they drive tho spikes home. 
At every thumpa groan—a groan Alas! 
alos! The hour pneses on and the time 
comes when they must crucify him. 

Christ has, only one garment left now, a 
cap, acapofthorns. No danger that it will 
fall off, for the sharp edges hayo punctured 
the temples and it isture nnd fast, One rut- 
fian takes hold of oneend of the short beam 
of the cross, and another rufflan takes hold 
of the other end of the short beam of the 
cross, aud another rufflan puts his arms 
around the waist of Christ, and another ruf 
flan takes hold of the end of the long beam 
of the cross, and altogether they move on 


until they come to the bolo digged in the 
eurth,and with awful plungo it jara down 
with its burden of woe. It isnot the picture 
ofa Christ. it la not the statue of Christ, os 


FOousOmMetines sco ina cathedral; but it is 


the body of a bleeding, living, dying Christ 
They sometimes say be bad five wounds, 
but they have counted wrong. Tro wounds 


for tho bands, two wounds for the feet, one 
wound for the eide, they say; five wounds 
No; they have missed the worst and they 
hare missed the most. Did you ever see the 


Thirteenth century Was crucified on the banks 
so that the sight of the water 
might hint And O! how the 
thirst of Christ must have tantalized as he 
thought of the Ba tes and the Jordanand 
the Amazon and’ alF*the fountains of earth 
and heaven poured out of his own. Land 

They offered him an intoxicating draught 
mado out of wine and myrrh, but he declined 
it. He wanted to die sober, No water, 

Then, my friends, there was the absence of 
light. Darkness always oxnsperates trouble 
I nover shall forget the night in the summer 
of 1873, in the steamer Greece, mid'Atlantic, 
erery moment expecting fhe steamer to g 
down, All the lights inthe cabin were blown 
out. The captain came crawling on bis 
bands and knees, for he could not stand up- 
right, so».violently was the vessel pitching, 
and he cried: ‘Light up, light up!” Tho 
stoward said: “We can't light up; the can- 
dies are gone and the holdersareg. »” The 
capthin said: ‘1 can't help that; light up!" 
The storm wasawful when the lights were 
burning; worse when the lights went out. 

, Then thero was the absence of faithful 
nurses, When you are ill, {t is pleasant to 
have the head bathed and the hands and feet 
rubbed. Look at the hands and feet of 
Christ, look at the face of Christ. There were 
women there who had cared for the sick, but 
none of them might come up near enough to 
help. There was Christ's mother, but she 
might not come] up near enough to help. 
They said: ‘Stand back, stand baék; this is 
no place for you.” The high priestaand the 
soldiers wanted it their own way; they had it 
their own way, 

The hours pass on and it {s 12 o'clock of the 
Saviour’s suffering, and it is 1 o'clock, and it 
is 2 o'clock, and it is almost 8o'clock. Take 
the last look at that suffering face; wan and 
pinched, the purple ipsdrawn back against 
the teeth, the eyes red with weeping and 
sunken as through grief had pushed them 
back, blackness under the lower lid, the whole 
body adroop and shivering with the lastcbill, 
the breath growing feebler and feebler and 
feebler and ,feebler until he gives one long, 
deop, last sigh. He is dead! 

O! my soul, he is dead, Can you tell why? 
Was he a fanatic dying for a principle that 
did not amount to anything? Was he a man 
{nfatunted? No; tosave your soul from sin, 
and mine, and make eternal life possible he 
died. There had to bea substitute for sin. 
Who shall it be? ‘Let it be me,” said Christ, 
“let it be me.” You understand the mean- 
ing of that word substitution. You wero 
drafted for the last war; some one took your 
place, marched your march, suffered your 
wounds and died at Gettysburg. Christ 
comes to us whilo we are fighting our battle 
with sin and death and hell, and ho is our 
substitute. He marches our march, fights 
our battle, suffers our wounds and dies our 
death. Substitution! substitution! 

How do you feel in regard to that scene de- 
scribed in the text, and in the region around 
about the text? Are your sympathies 
nroused? Or are you so dead in sin, and so 
abandoned by reason of your transgressions 
that yott can look upon all that tearless and 
unmoved? ‘No, no; there are thousands of 
people here this morning who can say in the 
depths of their soul: “No, no, no; if Jesus 
endured that, and all that for me, I ought to 
love him. ..1 must love him, I will love him, 
{doloye him. Here, Lord, I give myself to 
thee; 'tis all that I can do.” 

But how are you going to test your .love, 
and test your earnestness? My text gives a 
test. It says that while Christ carried a 
cross for you, you must be willing to carry a 
créss for Christ. ‘‘Well,” you say, ‘I nover 
could understand that. There are no crosses 
to be carried in this land; those persecutions 
have passed, and in all the land there is no 
one to be crucified, and yet in the pulpit and 
in the prayer meetings you all keep talking 
about carrying across What do you mean, 
sir!” Imean this: That this ts a cross which 
Christ calls you to do, which is unpleasant 
andhard. ‘“O)” you say, ‘after hearing the 
story of this Christ and all that he has en- 
dured for me, lam ready to do anything 
for him. Just tell me what I have to do and 
I'll do it, Lam ready to carry any cross.” 

Suppose I should ask you at tho close of a 
religious service to rise up, announcing your- 
self on the Lord's side—could you do it? “O! 
no,” you say, “I bave a shrinking and a sen- 
sitive natnre, and it would be impossible for 
me to riso before a large assemblage, an- 
nouncing myself on the Lord's side.” Just 
asl feared.

in a company of unlimited capital. If our 
people want to assist the Bridge Co, and 
the law will allow them to do so, let them 
grant a sum and be done with it and not 
leave the municipality liable to be taxed to 
the end of time asa stockholder to keep 


the concern going. 

The objections taken are so frivolous as 
to be almost unworthy of notice. Foot 
passengers will bo very glad to walk, with 
the privilege of crossing at any hour of the 
day or night, in preference to the present 
mode of conveyance at limited times, dur- 
ing limited hours, and notat all on Sur, 
days. 

As to driving over the bridge at a walk 
during storms, the passage could thus be 
made more quickly, more safely and more 
certainly than by the boat now on the 
route or by any boat that could be kept on 
the route. Moreover, with a bridye people 
could choose their owngtime for crossing, 
which must now be done during the regular 
hours and when the boat can sometimes 
make ber trips with the greatest difliculty 
and at a snail's pace, if at all. 

The statement that the capital stock of 
the company is unlimited is false. The 
Act of Incorporation fixes the maximum at 
$150,000. Stock to a greater amount than 
the sum named cannot be issued, And be- 
sides, the liability of the stockholders—in- 
cluding of course Ameliasburg and Belle- 
ville—is limited by law to the amount of 
their subscription. The simple fact is 
that, as some amount of capital had to be 
inserted in the Act asa maximum, it was. 
deemed advisable, as there was at that 
time no estimate to guide the applicants,to 
name a sum sufficiently large, But now, 
with an estimate of $96,000 for the entire 
work, the directors will not call up more 
than two-thirds of the nominal capital. If 
they were to do so, however, as we have 
pointed out, neither Belleville nor Amelias- 
burg would be obliged to contribute one 
cent beyond the amount named in their by- 
laws. 

lt is difficult to Jmagine what the corre- 
spondent in question hopes to achieve by 
such absurd arguments and gross misstate- 
ments, The project was popularized in 
Belleville by similar tactics on the part of 
its opponents, and so it will be in Amelias- 
burg.

His Excellency 's Carcer 


His Excollency Lord Stanley ot Preston, | 


Governor General of Canada, was sworn in

The following is a brief summary of the 
oaroor of His Excolloncy Fredorick Arthur, 


brother of the present Earl of Dorby : He 


was born in London in 1841, entered the 
Grenadier Guards in 1858, and rolired iu 
1866. An Bie Frederick Stanley he ontored 
the House of Commons in 1866, the Conser- 
vative mombor for the borough of Preaton 
Lancashire, and his services tp Parliamont 
hare been continuous since that date. His 
first oflice was that of Civil Lord of the 
Aduiralty, givon him in 1868, Ln the years 


1874 77 ho was Financial Secretary to the 
War Office. He became Sccrotary to the 
Treasury in 1877, In April, 1878, he wos 
made secretary of state for war, with a 
seat in the cabinet, He left oflice with his 
party in 1880, In the ministry of 1886 and 
1886 ho was secretary of state for the 
colonies, The chief incident of his 
administration was the recall of Sir ©, 
In August 
1886, he became President of the Board of 
Trade and was raised to the peerage as Ba- 
ron Stanley, of Preston. During his ontire 
career as a public man, 
maintained his membership with the Con- 
servative party, of which his father, it will 
be remembered, was a leading ornament. 
The present Karl of Derby and head of the 
Stanley family is counted with those Liber- 
als who, on the Home Rule question, refuse 
to follow the lead of Mr. Gladstone.

Skimm ng Milk. 


A Culprit Pleads Guilty at Napauee. 


Last week Mr, James Whitton, Dairy In- 
atructor for the Eastern District, had one 
of the patrons of the Bath choese factory 
summoned to appear before Mr, Nelson 
Doller, J.P., at Napanee, on a charge of 
watering milk sent by him to the factory. 
The milk, as sent to the factory, was tested 
with the cream gauge and ether test, and 
found to be at least one half doticient in 
cream. Mr. Whitton, on this, went to seo 
the patron’s cows milked in the evening, 
took a sample of the milk from the cow, 
and found it to show twice as muoh cream 
and butter fat as the milk sent to the fac 
tory by the same party on the morning of 
that day had shown. The summons was 
then issued, and the party at firat stoutly 
denied the charge, but before appearing in 
court admitted his guilt. He settled the 
matter by paying $20 and costs—$32.90 in 
all. 

Let this be a warning to others who are 
roguishly inclined. The tests which are 
now used are infallible, and cannot be 
evaded.

ing Grass, with Advice in Kelation to 


Stacking the Hay—A Good Ventilator 


for Hay Stacks. 


Progressive farmers hare laid aside the 
sickle and the scythe for the horse mower, 
and yot a few employ the labor saving im 
plements of bay tedder and horserake in 
the curing of their hay crops. This sav- 
Ing of time and labor meaus, where large 


erens are to be gone over, a saving of 
health and money as well. 


A VENTILATOR FOR A WAY 6TACK. 


Whatever haying machinery ts to be 
used the farmer who takes time by the 
forelock will have in readiness, so that 
there will be no needless delays when the 
press of work comes on this account. Im- 
plements already on hand will be put in 
good working order, and such new ma- 
chinery as is required selected. 

When the grass is heavy let the dew 
be partly Off before beginning the cutting; 
about noon the hay tedder may follow the 
mower, arid toward night the grass raked 
and put into cocks. Care should be taken 
not to uso the tedder after the leaves 
have dried, if there ls mu¢h clover, as it 
‘will crumblo and waste a valuable portion 
of the hay. When tho day Is fair, with 
probabilities of continued fair weather, 
many farmers practice cutting thelr grass 
in the middle of the day, or toward even- 
ing, and leaving it. until the next day. 

rning too longin a hot sun {s bad 
for the newly cut grass, as this renders it 
brittle. Dry sunless weather, with little 
dew, prepa the best possible opportu- 
nity for making hay. Much of the best 
clover hay {s only fairly wilted when it is 
raked into cocks; in this caso the cocks 

are opened once or twice and exposed to 
the air a few hours, and then put up 
again. If not well cured, hay keeps bet- 
ter ina close mow in the barn than in a 
oe orin astack that is exposed to the 


A yentilator will do much to preserve 
hay ‘stacked when damp.. There are 
“imap kinds. - The one shown in the cut 
vised by Prairie Farmer as being as 
ood as any, and {s described by that 
ae as follows: The three heavy poles 
should be set in the ground rather firmly 
and fastened together at tho top. This 
not‘only acts as a ventilator but will help 
to keep the stack from settling to one 
side. fe will also assist in keeping the 
center of the stack from settling faster 
than the outside, thus slanting the hay so 
as'to carry the wateroff. A polo or rail 
from the center to the outside laid on 
blocks will let the air into the ventilator. 
A V shaped trough with the open side 
down Silllaareer the.same purpose, and 
may have a screen or stakes over the outer 
end to keep vermin out.

TWO ARKESTS IN JONNECTION WITH THE

Toxonro, June 18—Gn the 26th August 
last the body of Josoph Priestman, jr., 
agent of the Northwestern Masonic Aid 
association of Chicage,was found murdered 
and robbed a short distance from his house 
in Parkdalo, An inquest was held and the 
verdict of murderrendered.

his house and that one supposed now to 
have belonged to Sinith was never identified’ 
as having been the property of Priestman.

MODES OF APPLYING MANURE, 

Different Opinions Expressed on a Bub- 
Joot of General Interest. 

It {a not an easy matter to Iny down 
general rules in regard to the application 
of manures that will be wiso in all cases. 

Opinions differ somewhat as to tho 
economy of spreading farm yard manure 
upon tho surfaces of fields or lawns in 
late autumn or early winder, Circum- 
stances alter cases hero as clsewhere, It 
seems, however, reasonable to maintain 
that winter top dressing should bo re- 
stricted to level fields; for both rain and 
snow must sweep manure from frozen 

' hillsides before {ts constituents have had 
any fair chance to soak Into the ground. 

There are adyocates both at home and 
abrond_of the practice of carting ont fresh 
manure from the barn yard as fast as it 
is made and spreading it directly on the 
fields. The chief gain in such practice is 
doubtless the saving of labor. 

The spreading of short manure upon 
rass in thespring, orin the Autumn even, 
fr no doubt commendable in many situa- 
tions as a means of maintaining the same. 
A chief objection to the system of sur- 
face spreading, which applies particularly 
to Nght leaching solls, is that the non- 
soluble portions of the manure, as they 
lle on the ground, are Mable to dry ont to 
a peat like substance that is not specially 
useful to the growing SOR. 
| However manure may applied, it is 
| of importance to secure its equable distri- 
bution In the soil. In a general way, it 
unay be said that horse dro ppings and 
manure from sheep pens should be applied 
by preference to cal clayey loams, or to 
moist soils rich in humus. These hot 
manures tend to warm and enliven the 
land. On the other hand, the slowly 
fermenting cow nianure is preférred for 
warm light soils. On light sandy soils it 
will bo found a good plan when using 
horse manure to mix it with some slow 
sort, as cow or swine manure, 


Comb Honey in Small Packages. 

In Gleanings in Bee Culture is described 
the plan of a Michigaw apiarian by which 
he gets two small packages of comb honey 
Lhe have proven very popular in his mar- 

et. . 
» Aseven-eighths board is selected just 
long €nough to slip inside of a Langstroth 
frame. Then with a jack plane, set coarse, 
he scoops off the shavings. The shavings 
of course roll up, but he tumbles them 


, into a pail of water, and when they get 


well soaked, they are straightened ont, 
piled up and dried. This gives thinstrips 
of veneer, and’chenaper than you can im- 
agine. He then fixes a board as in the 
The Langstroth frame 
is slipped over this board. ‘ 
These little blocks are made by gluing 
athree-eighths board on top of a seven- 
eighths board, as yousee. Now, withn 
circular saw, cut grooves ‘clear through 
the thin board until the saw strikes the 
thick one! These oves are of such a 
width that three of the afore mentioned 
strips of veneer will drop into each 
groove, the strips running lengthwise of 
the frame. When this is done, three 
short pieces of veneer are dropped into 
the grooves crosswise. But to make 
these bits of wood stay In place when the 
frame is pulled up, a Ifttle glue is put 
info" each cofmner with a camel's hair 
brush. You want to be careful, so the

glue will not run in too far, and stick to 
the form. Before you put in the glue, 
however, drop some Tittie squares of foun- 
dation into each little section. The glue 
should just catch each corner of the foun- 
dation. When the whole thing is dry, 
lift it off and hang it in the hive. When 
the little sections are full and sealed over, 
take frame and all to the grocer; slip off 
the outside, and show him that he can 
separate the squares into long strips. 
With a sharp knife he can now cut them 
up into little cakes as wanted. If a cus- 
tomer wants two, four, six or eight, let 
him haye them all in a slice, to save 
handling 80 many loose pieces. 


Of Interest to Bee Keepers. 


The query zecently sent out to authori- 
ties on bee culture by ‘‘Gleaning in Bee 
Culture”—‘‘Do you prefer the entrance 
at the end of the frame? Why?” elicited 
quite a number of replies including plain 
“yes” and ‘‘no,” and several answers to 
the effect that it makes no difference. In 
a word, a consideration of all tho replies 
justifies.the conclusion that it does not 
make any difference about the amount of 
honey stored, whother the bees go Into 
the hives sidewise or endwise. ut so 
faras alding the bees in housecleaning, 
a) ial intruders, etc., is concerned, the 
endwise door appears to offer the best 
facilities. Italso seems as if an entrance 
the full width of the hive, with the combs 
running endwise, must offer the bees bet- 
ter facilities for perfect ventilation.

Napoleon Bonaparte lived only just beyond 
midlife, then died at St. Helena, and ono of 
his doctors said that his disease was induced 
by excessive snufting. The hero of Auster- 
litz, the man who by one step of his foot in 
the center of Europe shook the earth, killed 
by a snuff box. Oh, how many people we 
have known who have not lived out half 
their days because of their dissipations and 
indulgences! Now, practical religion is a 
protest against all dissipation of any kind. 

“But,” you say, “professors of religion 
have fallen, professors of religion have got 
drunk, professors of religion have misappro- 
priated trust funds, professors of religion 
have absconded,” Yes; but they threw away 
their retigion before they did their morality. 
Ifa man on a White Star line steamer bound 
for Liverpool in mid-Atlantic jumps over- 
board and is drowned, is that anything 
against the White Star line’scapacity to take 
the man across the ocean? And if aman 
Jumps over the gunwale of his religion and 
goes down never to rise, is that any reason 
for your believing that religion has no ca- 
pacity to take the man clear through? In the 
one case if he had kept to the steamer his 
body would have beenjsaved; fn the other 
case, if he had kept to religion his morals 
would have been saved, 

There are aged people who would have 
been dead trenty-five years ago but for the 
defenses and the equipoise of religion, You 
*bave no more natural resistance than hun- 
dreds of people who lie in the cemeteries to- 
day, slain by their own vices. The doctors 
made their case as kind and pleasant as they 
could, and it was called congestion of ‘the 
brain, or something else, but the snakes and 
the blueflies that seemed to crawl over the 
pillow in the sight of the delirious patient 
showed what was the matter with him. You, 
the aged Christian man, walked along by 
that unhappy one until you came to tho 
golden pillar of a Christian life, You went 
to the right; he went tothe left. That is all 
the difference between you. Oh, if this re- 
ligion is a protest against all forms of dissi- 
pation, then it is an illustrions friend of 
longevity. “‘With long life will I satisfy 
him,” 

Again, religion isa friend of longevity in 
the fact that it takes the worry out of our 
temporalities. It is not work that kills men, 
itis worry. When a man becomes a genuine 
Christian ho makes over to God _ not only bis 
affections but his family, his business, his 
reputation, his body, his mind, bis soul— 
everything. Industrious he will be, but 
never worrying, because God is managing 
his affairs. How can he worry about busi- 
ness when in answer to his prayers God tells 
him when to buy and when to sell; and if he 
gain that is best, and if he lose that is best? 

Suppose you bad a supernatural neighbor 
who came in and said: “Sir, I want you to 
call on mein every exigency; I am your fast 
friend; I could fall back on $20,000,000; I can

THE BRITISH ARMY, 


Mr. James Hannay lias contributed to 
the Toronto Kmpire an interesting and 
exhaustive article on the British army. 
The British is the only European army that 
is recruited by voluntary enlistmont. At 
the present time, Mr. Hannay states, it 
numbers 210,000 officersand menof all ranks, 
of whom 72,000 are in India and 30,000 in 


troops available for home defence. The 
army reserves number 66,000, the militia 
aud yeoomanry 150,000, volunteers 258,000, 
and ex-volunteers 300,000 more, so that 
900,000 is not too high an estimate of the 
available strongth of Great Britain in case 
of a foreigninysion. Assisted by an invin- 
cible fleet, the grand old mother country 
may not have so very much to fear after all 
from those who would like to bring about 
her fall. 

The cost of the British army is much 
larger proportionally than in those Europe- 
an countries where service is compulsory. 
The yearly expenditure is about 92 millions 
of dollars for the force in England and 
about 55 million dollars for the force in 
India, the latter being borne, however, by the 
Indian Government. But the British tax- 
payer, if he pays a high price for a compar- 
atively small force, is not without his con- 
solations, When his army expenditures 
haye been liquidated, the matter is at an 
end, and there is nothing more to pay, but 
no German or Frenchman can tell what the 
army is costing his country, as the govern- 
ment expenditures on the army form but a 
fractonal part of the enormous loss which 
both countries sustain by the withdrawal of 
all their young men for so many years from 
the active pursuits of life,

Last 
summer his father was killed by dynamite, 
About 2 o'clock yostorday afternoon Mr, 
Don Lazier, son of R, A. Lazior, Esq., and 
brother of Mr. 8. Lazier, in the Belleville 
post oflice, started on his bicycle for Kings- 
ton. When he met the mail cart the 
horse appeared restive and the driver asked 
him to dismount. He did so, but the horse 
dashed forward,throwing Davis over back 
ward. His foot caught in the spring of the 
cart and he was dragged halfa mile. When 
the horse was nearing the Albion Hotel at 
Shannonville, the lad is said to have made 
a last desperate offurt to free hia foot, but 
it was held too tight. In turning to onter 
the yard his body swung round, the head 
coming In contact with the gale post, kill 
ing him instantly. The body was bruised 
and the face cut beyond recognition, be- 
sides several ribs were brokev, Mr. Jas. 
Davidson, proprietor of the Albion,had the 
body taken care of, but up to 10 o'clock 
last night the mother had not arrived, 

The dart is a dilapidated two wheeled af- 
fair, with a box in which the mail is car- 
ried, Upon this box the driver sits: with 
nothing to support him in his dangerous 
position. The horse had been frightened 
at the train in the morning and attempted 
torunaway. The boy is said to have ex- 
pressed the wish that the rig had been brok- 
en, as it was about falling to pieces.

Statistics of “Guarantee Companies.” 
“We succeed in getting together some in- 
teresting statistics in our business. We keep 
a record of the percentages of loss to premi- 
ums, which show the average of defalcations 
in various classes of business When the 
| percentage is under .4 of 1 per cent, we re- 
gard the risk asfair. In banks the percent- 
age is .87 of 1 per cent.; employes of tele 
graph companies have averaged .885o0f 1 per 
cent. with us so far, but there is an improve 
ment due, as I believe, to the bonding of 
whole companies, and the consequent weed- 
Ing out through our investigations of the 
employes with bad records and loose habits. 
Cashiers and bookkeepers have usually been 
considered a bad risk, but with us they have 
shown a loss of.only .14 of 1 per cent., which 
makes them a very good risk. 

“With state and municipal officers, not- 
withstanding the cry of corruption, we hare 
not yet met with a single loss. Officers of 
corporations are perhaps the best risk on the 
whole, because they are best paid and can af- 
ford tobe honest. After all, that is a great 
thing. We find that collectors and drivers 
are not an acceptable risk, for the reason that 
they arp so miserably paid in proportion to 
the amount of money which they handle. 
Our loss with them was 1.19 per cent. It 
Isn't fair to put $15,000 or $20,000 a day into 
the hands of a man with a wifeand four 

children who is drawing a salary of $800 a 
year. Woeconsider that question very caro | 
fully, and where a man's {ncome seems mani- 
festly smaller than his needs we decline to 

bond. Inimany cases our refusal on these 
| grounds has shamed employers into paying

EDITORIAL BREVITIES, 


There are seven vacancies in the Senate, 
namely, three for Quebeo and one each for 
Ontario, Manitoba, British Columbia and 
the North West. 


One hundred miles of the Grand Trunk 
double track between Torouto and Mont- 
real will be finished this year, The re- 
mainder, which will include the heaviest 
of the work, will be done next season. 


It is reported that ox-Speaker Kirkpat- 
rick will succeed the Hon, A. W. MoLelan 
as Postmaster: General. 


An exchange states that the Pustinaster 
General was asked to reduce the postal 
rate from three to two centa but declined ; 
first, because the change would impair the 
postal revenue seriously, and, secondly, 
because while there isatwo cent ratein the 
United States, we have a lower rate than 
the Americans for ‘drop letters” in cities. 
Canada uses nearly fifty-eight millions of 
three cent stamps per annum. On June 
30, 1886, there were 8,224,900 of such 
stamps distributed throughout the country. 
Between that date and the same day in 
1887, 57,447,000 new stamps were issued: 
This gave 65,672,000 as in the hands of 
vendors for sale, On the JOch June, 1887, 
8,132,100 three cent atamps were reported 
as still in stock. Deduoting the last set of 
figures from that which precedes, it is found 
that during the year 57,639,900 three cent 
stamps were actually sold and used. If the 
two cent rate had been adopted the amount 
by which the revenue would have sulfered 
would have been $576,399. 


While the Grits are bemoaning the so- 
called decline in farm values in Vanada,says

Porspam, June 18,—Prince Bismarck 
and Count Vou Moltke and a number of 
foreign princes arrived here this morning. 
Tho railway stations at Berlin and Potsdam 
are closed against the publio, At 1) o'clock 
this morning the bells were tolled and the 
Ministers who were to officiate at the Em- 
peror’s funeral took their places around the 
coftin in the palace, The choir sang the 
hymns, ‘* Soon Thou callest me to higher 
joys” and ‘* Jesus is my trust.’’ Chaplain 
Koegel blessed the corpse and the mourn- 
ers, after which the choir sang the hymn, 
‘Tf Lam to die." The commanders of 
twelve regiments, of which the lato Km- 
peror was the chief officer, carried the coflin 
to the hearse. Hight majors then tuok the 
horses by the bridle, and the procession 
atarted for the church, 

In the procession from the castle to the 
church the Prince of Wales walked with the 
Emperor and the King of Saxony. Among 
those who took part in the procession were 
Prince Henfy, the second son of the de- 
ceased Emperor, the hereditary Prince of 
Saxe Meiningen, and the Generals of the 
army, headed by Count Von Moltke, who 
carried a marshal’s staff, Bodies of the 
Prussian corps of the Guard and the Dra- 
goon Guards brought up the rear of the 
procession, ‘The funeral ceremonies ended 
shortly before one o'clock. 

The second mortuary service of the remains 
of the Emperor was held at Friedrichskron 
Gaatle last evening. Dr, Koegel, court 
chaplain, oflisiated. Emperor William and 
the Empress, the Dowager Empresses Au- 
gusta and Victoria, all the members of the 
German Imperial and Royal families, and 
the entire household were prosent. At the 
conclusion of the service the coffin was 
closed in the presence of the Emperor, 
Count Von Stollberger- Wemigerrode, Court 
Chamberlain; Dr. Friedburg, Prussian 
Minister of Justice ; and the others who had 
been bidden to the ceremony,aud was then 
placed on the same state bier used at the 
funeral of Emperor William, At 9;16 o'clock 
this morning Potsdam was in mourning, 
and emblema of grief were to be seen every- 
where. Al!l the way from the castle to the 
Friedrichskirche, where the funeral was to 
take place, torches and cressets were seen 
illumining with their pallid flames the morn- | 
ing light. Every here and there rose huge 
flagstafls and poles bearing banners with 
mourning deyices, The troops which were 
to take part in the funeral ceremony were 
already mustering. They comprisy the 
entire garrison at Potadam and a portion 
of the Berlin and Spandau garrisons. 
They consiated of one combined infantry 
battalion, two combined cavalry squadrons, 
two combined batteries of artillery, a regi- 
ment of the guards, corps from Berlin and 
similar combined battalions and batteries 
from Spandau, At 10:30 o'clock the troops 
assuined their positions and the various 
dignitaries, deputations and warriors’ aa- 
sociations proceeded to their places. The 
ceremonies al the Friedrichakron castle be- 
gan with the porformance of Bach's ** Bald 
rufs du mioh zu hohern Frieden.’ Then 
the choral, ** Jesus mein Zuversicht,’’ was 
sung. As the last strains died away Chap- 
lain Koegel arose and offered a prayer, in 
which he alluded in feeling ternis to the

@ peculiar merit of this style of apron 
is the complete manner in which it pro- 
tects the body and arms of the person and 
the ease with which it is put en and off. 
There are no buttons to be buttoned. It 
can be made in an hour or two by almost 
anybody who can use a needle, and will 
cost for material from thirty to sixty 
cents for cheap calico or Day: cotton. 

If farmers, as well as dairymen, will 
have some of these aprons made for them- 
selves, they will soon become favorite 
‘articles offuse. On special days,’when the 
farmer has on his holiday clothes, such an 
apron would be especially useful, for at

Feeding Young Chickens. 

For the first twenty-four hours after 
hatching no ec is necessary, the 
chief want of the little brood being ma- 
ternal heat, and the more quiet and less 
disturbed the hen can be kept the stronger 
the chicks will become and the less dan- 
ger there will be to them in their weak 
state from the feet of the mother, 

In about thirty-six hours after the first 
chirping is heard, some of them will make 
their appearance on the outside of the 
nest, as if curious to learn into what kind 
of a world they have entered and how they 
are to makea living init. en 

As soon as the hen {s removed from the 
nest to the coop, give alittle food, con- 
sisting’of fine ottmeal, or bread soaked in 
milk, which is continued three or four 
days, vith an occasional hard boiled egg, 
which is then gradually changed to any 
variety suitable to their age, until they 
are able to eat cracked corn, wheat and 
other whole grains, when the labor of 
feeding will be greatly reduced. A little 
meal and finely chopped vegetables will be 
useful occasionally, especially as long as 
they are kept in limited quarters. 


Several Vainable Insecticides. 


Among the best inSecticides is pyre 
thrum, which does not require to be eaten, 
but kills by coming in contact with the 
insects and is safely and easily applied in 
all casos where it may be useful, for it is 
quite harmless except to insect life. For

Itis very useful in 
killing cabbage worms and the slugs and 
insect pests that infest rose and currant 
bushes. Kerosene emulsions may bo made 
with one quart of soft soap to eight quarts 
of boiling hot water, well stirred together, 
when for safety the kettle should be taken 
away from the fire and one pint of kero 
send. of! and one pint of sour milk be 
added, and all well mixed up while hot by 
churning or using a small hand pump 
This makes n quite useful wash for trees 
infested with borers and any kind of in 
sects.

The yovernment aud municipal loans, 
bohuses, Ke. to railways completed and 
under construction totals a sum of of $172,- 
272,007. Of this $165,615,405 has been 
paid, and there are yet $8,756,602 to be 
paid. Next to the Feberal, the (uebec 
Government contributes the highest share 
of aid to railways, giving $9,897,910 to On- 
tario’s $5,947,009, but the aid of munici- 
palities in Ontario outnumbers that of Que- 
bec by more than five millions. 

Although the casualties during the year 
were numerous, only 10 passengers wore 
killed, and they all met their death either 
by falling from cars, jumping from trains 
in motion, or by trespassing on the track. 
Of the remaining 168 persons killed 69 were 
trespassers on the track, Of the whole 178 
deaths 128 are attributed to carelessness or 
disregard to regulations on the part of the 
victims themselves, leaving only 62: acci- 
dents from causes over which there was no 
control. The fatal accidents and their 
cauees were as follows: Falling from cara 
or engines, 5 passengers, 16 employees, 2 
22 ; getting on or off trains in 
motion, 4 passengers, 3 employees,8 others, 
total 20 ; at work making up trains, 2; 
coupling cars, 9; collisions and derailments, 
15 ; walking or being on track, passenger, 
16 employees, 69 others, total 86; explo- 
sions 1, other causes 22, making a ictal of 
fatalities 10 passengers, 54 employees and

RATS 


A Now York Farmer Tel's How to Cir 


. . > sy 
Daily Mntelligencer, 
co, a ‘ 
| cumvent the Rodents. 
| Henry Ives, of Batavia, N Y., Ina let 
ter to The New York World, tells what | 
every farmer will be glad to learn, 
namely, how to keep rata out of collars. | 
Ho says 
When a collar Is Infested with rats It ts 
always found that they obtain their en- 
trance under tho cellar walls, or at least 
they must have holes or passageways 
there to retreat to, and places there to 
burrow. If not they very soon will aban- 
don the premises. Tt Is said that In mak- | 
ing an entrance they first dig down Just 
outalde of the walls and under the bottom 
of it into the cellar, and whatever holes 
they dig ti “tlie cellar aro always to make 
assages under these walls Instead of into 
ho.earth or any other part of the cella 
bottom. Knowing this habit of theirs, 
then, ono can so build that they will not 
be able to get through under these walls, 
and then they will be most effectually ex 
cluded from the cellar 
This ts easily déne by following what Is 
also w most excellent practice In forming 
the foundations for these walls After 
the cellar is dug and the lines marked 
where the wall is to stand, then dig a 
trench twenty inches or two feet deep and | 
a little broader than the wall Is to be, di- 
rectly under where it is to stand. Fill 
this with small broken stone, say small 
as for a macadamized road, or, what Is 
better, break up these loose, shelly flint- 
stones in the trench, enough to fill It. 
Fither of these will make a good abut- 
ment to construct the walls on, will act 
as a drain for the cellar, If It is needed, 
and above all will prove Impenetrable to 
the entrance of rate. They might dig 
down from the outside, as their custom 
is, but, finding at the bottom of the walls 
this loose, broken stone, which they are 
unable to make a passage through, they 
will be obliged to stay outside, and the 


_ cellar will be practically ‘‘rat proof." 


But if the walls to the buildings one 
has were not made as above and the cel- 
lars are already infested with rats, they 
may be made nearly ‘‘rat proof” in the 
following manner: Dig a trench fifteen 
inches wide and eight or ten Inches deep 
just inside, at the bottom of the walls. 

Hl this two-thirds full of the pounded 
stones, and then with water lime cement, 
enough to be even with the cellar bottom 
from the 
This will prove so 
much of a barrier to the rats in tryin to 
get a passage under the walls again that 
they will doubtless abandon the premises. 


Shipping Poultry to Market. 
To meet the demands of the New York 


; market, the crops of turkeys and chickens 


must be free from food or other substance, 
hence poultry designed for that market 
must be kept from food about twenty- 
four hours before killing. It is generally 
conceded that all poultry is best killed by 
cutting through the roo? of the mouth to 
the brain with a sharp pointed knife. For 
that market leave the head and legs on, 
and do not ‘‘draw” the entrails. 

The advice has been given many times 
not to pack poultry until it is entirely re- 
lieved of all animal heat. This is an im- 

ortant point, for birds packed before 

hey are cold are almost sure to spoil. 
For packing material clean dry wheat or 
rye straw will be found preferable.

A PENNSYLVANIA TOWN ALMOST WITED OUT 
BY FIRE —THIRTY PERSONS KILLED 
AND MANY OTHERS SBKIOUS: 
LY INJURED. 


Braprorp, Pa., June 19.—'The moat de- 
structive conflagration in the history of 
Western Pennsylvania occurred at Dubols 
yesterday. Shortly after four o'clock p.m. 
fire was seen issuing from windows in the 
Baker house, near the Buffalo, Rochester and 
Pittsburg railway depot. The fire depart- 
ment was called out, but the flames had 
gained considerable headway before the ar- 
rival of the firemen, and it was impossible 
to get iquuder control. The fire spread 
rapidly in a western direction, its progress 
being greatly accelerated by a stiff breeze, 
and within a few hours all that remained of

The vic- 
tims are asid to be in the neighborhood of 
thirty, twenty of whom are men, four 
women, and the others children, A 
lady ina house on Courtney atreet was 
burned to a crisp before she could be rescu- 
ed. The number of the wounded cannot 
be obtained to-night. The losses will ag- 
gregate more than $2,000,000. John E, 
Dubois, the young millionaire, has donated

THE PLATFORM ADOPTED, 

Curcaco, June 21.—Special.—The plat- 
form of the National Republican convention 
was read today and adopted. It congratu- 
lated Brazil on the abolition of slavery — 
looks hopefully for Home Rule for Ireland, 
affirms the right of every citizen tocastafree 
ballot, chargesthe Democrats with violating 
the constitution, declares in favor of the 
protective system and denounces the Mills 
tariff bill, especially in rescinding the 
dyty on wool, advocates the ‘repeal of 
the tobacco taxes and those on spirits used 
inthe arts and for mechanical purposes, 
condemns foreign contract and Chineselahor 
and trusts, reaffirms the policy of the Jando 
for the natives, calls for » one cent postage 
and condemns the administration for what 
it calls the surrender of the fishing priyi- 
leges.

Sherman, Harrison and Allison, Judge 
Gresham, Chauncey M, Depew, Governors 
Alger and Rusk and others.

The new building is of handsome design, 
centrally located and is in every respect a 
structure of which the people of Napanee 
may well feel proud, It built of red 
sand atune with rock faced ashlar dressing 
which is obtained from the Rodger Cornell 
quarry back of Kingston. The main build. 
ing is 46x60 feet, 51 feet high, the tower 
which will contain the clock and bell, 85 
feet, with an east wing 30x60, which latter 
will be used fur customs examining ware- 
house, The ground floor will be used for 
post office with two entrances.

If he spoke longer than 

usual it was because there were so many 

beautiful ladios and hoe could not holp 

talking to them. He thanked the Mayor 
for the address and the trowel and took his 
seat in a tumult of applause, 

After music by the band, Hon. M. Bow- 
ell was introduced by the chairman as a 
ministor known throughout the Dominion 
and in every homo in this district as a man 
of ability, industry and integrity. Mr, 
Bowell, who was troubled with an affection 
of the throat, which at times interfered 


we 


with his free utterance, said ‘tho audience 


would give him credit when he was through 
with not keeping them long standing in the 
sun, He could make a political speech 
easier than a speech without hitting any- 
one. He referred to his colleague as a man 
whom he admired for his executive ability 
and sturdy loyalty to the crown and could 
be pardoned for hia pride in his French 
blood. While he, the speaker, was just as 
proud of his English blood, both believed 
in Canada as the coming right arm of the 
British empire, able to show the Mother 
Country, if occasion required, that we are 
just aa able to perform our duty to the 
ccown as our forefathers had been. Ho was 
glad to have Sir Hector eee the people of 
Ontario and know what manner of people 
wore upholding the: Government, He 
warned them againat the tempter, those 
who presented new fangled schemes cal- 
culated to estrange Canada from the 
Mother Country. If the people be- 
lieved the present Government were not 
pursuing the policy best calculated to de- 
velope the vast resources of the Dominion, 
they had the franchise, it was given them 
for the purpose, turn them out. TheC,P. 
R. was a vast undertaking. The Goyern- 
ment had asked the people to truat them 
in advancing large sums of money for its 
speedy, completion and the results of the 
énterprise showed that the predictions of 
the Government were not vain. The pro- 
duction of the North-West was already 
more than the trafisportation could accom 
modate. It sas gratifying to hitn as a Bay 


of Quinte boy to know that hia work, aid- | 


ed by Sir Hector, had not been in vain and 
that the Murray Oanal, mooted half a con- 
tury ago, would soon be an accom, 
plished — Fact. jt would, he be- 
lieved, cause half the commerce of 
the wegt to float psa} our very doors, 
Improvements in the Trent Valley were 
progressing as rapidly aa the finances would 
permit, Jt was not a good policy to push 
oti too rapidly with a debt unlees a chance 
for immediate revenue oan be seen, It was 
the policy of the Government to thorough- 
ly develope the water course of the Trent 
Valley as rapidly as possible. The Ray of 
Quinte is studded with light hougea, so that 
the course was navigahle on the darkest 
nights. Sinos Mr. Wilson bad been at Ot 
tawa he had not allowed the Government 
to forget. that there was such a place as 
Napanee, The Government also grauted 
money to develops railways to afford Gotter 
facilities for tarmers to got to market; the 
extra cost of gotting to market had to con- 
trol the farm product.

Give them easy chairs and plenty of 
room when they come to report occasions. 
For the most part they are gentlemen of ed 
ucation and refinement, graduates of colleges, 
with familles to support by their literary 
craft, many of them weary with the push of 
a business that is precarious and fluctuating, 
each one of them the avenue of information to 
thousands of readers, their impression of the 
services to be the infpression adopted 
by multitudes They are connecting 
links between a sermon or a song 
or a prayer and this great popula- 
tion that tramp up and down the streets day 
by day and year by year with their sorrows 
uncomforted and their sins unpardoned. 
More than eight hundred thousand people in 
Brooklyn and less than seventy-five thousand 
in churches, so that our cities are not 60 
much preached to by ministers of religion as 
by reporters. Put all journalists into our 
prayers and sermons Of all the bundred 
thousand sermons preached today, there will 
not be three preached to journalists, and 
probably not one, Of all tho prayers offered 
for classes of men innumerable the prayers 
offered for this most potential] class will be so 
few and rare that they will be thought a 
preacher's idiosyncrasy. This world will 
never be brought to God until some revival 
of religion sweeps over the land and takes 
Into the kingdom of God editors and 
compositors, pressmen and 
newsboys. And if you have not faith 
enough to pray for that and toil for that,, 
you had better get out of our ranks 
ind join the other side, for you aro the up- 
believers who make the wheels of the Lord’s: 
chariot drag heavily. The great final! battle 
between truth and error, the Armageddon, L 
think, will not be fought witb swords and 
sbells and guns, but with pens, quill pens, 
steel pens, gold pens, fohntain pens, and, be- 
fore that, the pens must be converted: The 
most divinely honored weapon of the past 
vs been the pen, and the most divinely hon-; 
red weapon of the future will be the pen; 
prophet’s pen and evangelist’s pen and apos 
tle’s pen followed by editor's pen and re 
porter’s pen and author's pen. God save the 
pen! The wing of the Apocalypticangel will 
be the printed page. The printing press will 
rol! ahead of Christ’s chariot to clear the way. 
“But,” some one might ask, “would you 
make the Sunday newspapers also a re-en- 
forcement? Yes,1 would. I have learned: 
vo'take thingsas they are 1 would like to 
seo the much scoffed at old Puritan Sabbaths 
some back again. 1 do not think the modern 
Sunday svill turn out any better men and 
women than were your grandfathers and 
zrandmothers under the old fashioned Sun- 
day. To say nothing of other results, Sun- 
jay newspapers are killing editors, reporters, 
compositors and pressmen, Every man, 
woman and child is entitled to twenty-four 
hours of nothing todo. If the newspapers 
put on another set of hands that does not 
relieve the editorial and reportorial room of 
\ts cares and responsibilities, Our literary 
mon die fast eundugh without killing them 
with Sunday work. But the Sunday news- 
paper bas come to stay, It will stay a 
zood deal longer than any of usstay. What, 
hen, shall we do? Implore al) thoseywho 
jave anything todo with issuing it to fill it 
with moral and religious information, live 
wermons and facts elevating. Urge them 
‘hat all divorce cases be dropped, and in- 
stead thereof have good advice as to how 
ausbandsand wives ought to live lovingly 
together, Put mall type the behavior of 
the swindling church member, and in large 
type the contribution of some Christian man 
‘toward an asylum for feeble minded children 
or a seaside sanitarium. Urge all managing 
sditors to put meanness and impurity in type 
earl or agate, and charity and fidelity and 
Christian consistency in brevier or bour- 
zeois. If we cannot drive out the Sunday 
aewspaper let us have the Sunday newspaper 
sonverted. The fact is that the modern Snn- 
jay newspaper is a great improvement on 
he old Sunday newspaper. What a beastly 
ching was the Sunday newspaper thirty years 
igol It was enough to destroy a man's re 
| spectability to leave the tip end of it stick- 
' Ing out of his coat pocket. What editorials! 
What advertisomentst) What pictures! The 
modern Sunday newspaper {is as much an 
improvement on the old time Sunday news 
paper os one bundred is moro than twenty- 
five; in other words, about 75 per cent. im- 
provement. Who knows that by prayer and 
kindly consultation with our literary friends 
we may have it lifted into a positively re- 
ligious shect, printed on Saturday night and 
only distributed, like The American Messen- 
ger, or The Missionary Journal, or The Sun- 
day School Advocate, on Sabbath mornings? 
All things are possible with God, 
and my faith {s, up until nothing 
in the way of religidts victory would sur- 
priso me, All the newspaper printing 
presses of the earth are going to bo the 
} Lord's, and telegrapb and telephono and 
type will yet announce nations borfina day. 
Tho first book ever printed was the Bible by 
Faust and his son-in-law, Schoeffer, in 1460, 
and that consecration of type to tho Holy 
Scriptures wasa prophecy of tho great mis 
sion of printing for the evangelization of all 
the nations. Tho father of the American 
| printing press was @ clergyman, Rev. Jesso

Butif the thing be dead when uttered 
living voice, it will be a bundredfold more 
dead when it ts laid out in cold typa 

Now, as you all have something to do with 
the newspaper press either in issuing a paper 
or in reading it, either as producers or pa- 
trons, either as sellers or purchasers of the 
printed sheet, | propose on this Sabbath 
morning, June 17, 1883, a treaty to be signed 
between the church and the printing press, a 
treaty to be ratified by millions of good peo 
ple if we rightly fashion it,a treaty promis- 
ing that we will help each other in our work 
of trying to tllumine and felicitate tho 
world, we by voles, you by pen, we by 
speaking only that which {s worth print- 
ing, you by printing only that which is 
fit tospeak. You help usand we will help 
you. Side by side be these two potent agencies 
until the Judgment Day, when wo must both, 
be scrutinized for our work, bealthful or 
blasting. The two worst off men in that 
day will be the minister of religion and the 
editor if they wasted their opportunity. 
Both of us are the engineers of long express 
trains of influence, and we will run them into 
a depot of light or tumble them off the em- 
bankments, 

What a useful life and what a glorious de- 
parture was that of the most famous of all 
American printers, Benjamin Franklin, 
whom infidels in’ the penury of their re 
sources have often fraudulently claimed for 
their own, but the printer who moved that 
the Philadelphia convention be opened with 
prayer, the resolution lost because a ma- 
jority thought prayer unnecessary, and who 
wrote at the time he was viciously attacked: 
“My rule is to go straight forward in doing 
what appears to me to be right, leaving the 
consequences to Providence,” and who wrote 
this quaint epitaph showing his hope of res- 
arrection, an epitaph that | hundreds of 
times read while living in Philadelphia; 

The Body 
of 
Beyyaum Fraxcum, Printer 
(Like the cover .of an old book, 
Its contents torn out, 
And stript of ita lettering and gilding), 
Lies here food for worms. 

Yet the work itself shall not be lost, 
For it will (as he believed) appear once more 
In a new 
And more beauriful edition, 
Corrected and Amended 
By 
The Author.

ing of Stephen's martyrdom, and nothing of 
Tabitha’s resurrection, and’ nothing of the 
jailing and unjailing of Paul and Silas, and 
nothing of the shipwreck at Melita.’ Strike 
out the reporter's 'work from the Bible and 
you kill alarge part of the New Testament. 
It makes me think thatin the future of the 
kingdom of God the reporters are to) bear a 
mighty part.

Some of your best work isis much 
anapprecinted as was Milton’s “Paradise 
Lost,” for whicb the author received $25, and 
tbe immortal poem, “Hohenlinden,” | of 
Thomas Campbell when he first offered it 
for publication, and in the column called 
“Notices to Correspondents” appeared tho 
words: “To T. C.—The lines commencing 
‘On Linden when the sun was low’ are not up 
to our standard. © Poetry is not T. C.’s forte.” 

Omen of the pencil and pén, amid your 
unappreciated work you need encouragement 
and you can have it, Printers of all Chris- 
tendom, editors, réporters, composjtors, press- 
men, publishers and readers of that which ts 
printed, resolve that you will not write, set 
up, edit, issue or read anything that debases 
body, mind orsoul In the name of God, by 
the laying on of tho bands of faith and 
prayer, ordain the printing press for right 
pousness and liberty and salvation. All 
f us witb some influence that will help 
in the right direction, let us put our bands to 
the work imploring God to hasten the consum-

of elegant and commodious buildings, 
Although the amount of the publio debt 
is nominally added to by the carrying out 
of this policy—for the value of the public 
buildings is not included amongst the as- 
sots of the Dominion and held as an olfset 


reality a good investment, because the in- 


pairs are generally less than the amount 
previously paid in rent under the old in- 
convenient system.

Tivo children of M, J, Rogers, of Toronto, 
wero during the) last winter Stricken with 
malignant diphtheria, One succumbed to 
the dread disease, and the other, after the | 
most skillful and careful treatment, recoy- 
ered. Mr. Rogershad at the time on his 
premises a large number of English rabbits, 
When the disease broke out in the household 
they one by one by gotsick and died. The 
owner never dreamed of the animals being 
affected by the same disease from which his 
children were suffering, and he was in so 
much trouble that he did not devote time to , 
investigate the cause of theirdeath. But 
when some of the last rabbits died Mr. 
Rogers madean examination, and on open- 
ing their mouths found their throats sore,,the 
tongue thickly furred and the roofs covered 
with the same membrane as that in’ thd 
mouths of the children who had suffered 
with diphtheria. He mentioned the fact to 
Dr, Tyrill, who was attending the children 
attho time, and the physician, on looking 
into the case and examining the rabbits, af- 
firmed that they bad died of diphtheria — 
Toronto Globe.

Plants Grow 


The diversity of opiulon that oxists In 
regard to the cultivation of corn can, gen 
erally spoaliing. be explained by all who 
stop to consider ‘the matter Take tho 
subject of harrowing corn; somo farmers 
report absolute Injury to their crops 
therefrom, otbers, equally trustworthy, 
consider It a cheap and at the same timo 
effective way of cultivating their corn 
As with other questiois, so with this 
one. circumstances must be considered ln 
determining it Experiments to decide 
the benefits of harrowing corn make it 
aypcer that when the crop has been 
planted on land not well prepared, har 
rowing is likely todo moro damage than 
benefit, while on soil thoroughly poltes 
ized and in good condition, the harrow 
becomes a positive benefit, especially as 
it admits of earlier working of the young 
plants than does the cultivator.

NO 1—ROOTS OF THE CORN PLANT. 


In cultivating corn, it ought to be borne 
in mind that the roots of the corn plant 
run. nearer the surface than those of 
niany other plants, and while there are 
some advocates left for root pruning, the 
great majority disapprove of cutting and 
tearing corn roots. me years ago Pro- 
fessor Roberts, In a lecture delivered bo- 
fore a New York farmers’ club, explained 
the effects of ordinary cultivation by 
means of diagrams. Hoe remarked that it 
Was common to begin cultivating at a 
distance from the corn plants and to go 
nearer and deeper as the stalks were bet- 
ter able to witlistand the breaking’of the 
earth. 

Fig. 1 shows by the vertical marks the 
young plant uninjured by the teeth; and

NO. 2—ROOTS OF THE CORN, PLANT. 

A better way would be to begin nearer 
the row and cut shallow, and extend the 
distance as the plants increase in growth.

Pot Grown Strawberry Plants. 


For the amateur, the pot grown straw 
erry plant serves well Rivero is no

‘ two or three luch pots in the soil, ona

The Election of 1851, 
To the kdiuvor of the Intelligencer, 

Mr. Eprron,—At the eeneral election for 
1851 Mr. Murney was my opponent. The 
contest was carried on warmly up to nom- 
ination day, which took place at Smith- 


crowd guthered at the nomination and a 
great deal of bad feeling was manitested 
towards me by some of Mr. Murney’s sup- 
porters, so much so that after the speeches 
were over a lot gathered on Palliser’s bridge 
and when | went to drive across on my way 
home they tried to drive my horses and 
sleigh, with myself and driver, over the 
bridge. The fall would have been about tj 
fest onto the ice below, and no doubt they 
would have succeeded but for Mr. Filliter, 
(the father of Mr.-H. Filliter, living in this 
city,) who sprang forward and caught my 
horses by the head and held them. 

I at once jumped out of the sleigh and 
said, ‘‘Gentlemen, if you wish to wreak 
your vengeance on me do so, but don’t hurt 
my man orhorses. If not, then open out 
and let me pass,” and jumped into my 
sleigh and sat down. They at once opened 
& passage and let me pass, and then gayo 
me three hearty cheers or yells, and | went 
Onthome. I was informed that uo others of 
my friends were allowed to pass the bridge, 
but a)l went around by another road.Short- 
ly after 1 eaw one of the parties, ‘who was 
on the bridge, in town and apoke .to him, 
when he said they intended to drive my 
team off the bridge, but when | got out of 
the sleigh and spoke tothem and then got 
in again, they admired my courage and, 
therefore, opened oul and let me_ pass, 
when they gave me three rousing cheers. 
He said, ‘tit was your courage saved you.” 

Well, the contest went on to the close of 
the pol! the second day, when Mr.Murney 
was returned by 27 majority, the sameas | 
hed over him in 1847. 

There were two things which militated 
egainst me at that election. The first was 
thet I had offended the thon George Brown 
of the Toronto Globe, who undertook to 
control my vote and took me {6 task in the 
corridor of the house at Tororté for a vote 
I had givon, when I gave him to understand 
that I wassent to Parliament to 6xpress 
my own judgment and not.to be guided by 
him, and he might do his worste If -the 
people did not want me 1 could stay at 
home. For this I got the cold shoulder 
from Mr. Brown, and we nover’ agroed 
afterwards, 

The other was the late Wm. Lyon Mac- 
kenzie, of 1837 rebellion notoriety, because 
I would not support a claim he had brought 
up in the house for pay for losses of an- 
other party, which had been made over to 
him. Amongst the speakers in his favor on 
that occasion was the late Sir Allen Mo- 
Nabb,' while I spoke against it, which dis- 
pleased Mr, Mackenzie and he threatened 
me and no doubt used influence with his 
frionds in Hastings, which he afterward ro- 
gretled to me personally. Atall ovents | 
lost the election after working hard for at 
least 6 months in organiziog. 

In 1894 another election took place be- 
twoon the late Lowis Wallbridge and my- 
self for the south riding, as the county had 
been divided tor electoral purposes. Mr. 
Wallbridge and | often mot at our moet- 
ings, but always ina friendly manner, — I 
found he was @ great deal bettor pleader at 
the bar than on an election canvass, How- 
ever, we got along through the contest 
without a hard word and my majority was 
36, 

Olr, Murney did not offor, bat ran for 
the Trent division of the Legislative Coun- 
cil against Mr. Short of Lakotield, and Mr. 
Murney won byaconsiderable majority. The 
division included Lennox, North Hastings 
and Oounty of Peterborough. Mr, Murney 
was dlected for 4 years. 

The late Georgo Benjamin was elected 
for North Hastings in 1864. I do not 
know anything particular about his eloo- 
tion.

At present 
pyrethrum insect powder, {f fresh and 
genuine, is believed to bethe most reli 
able, and may be mixed with ten parts of 
four, and !s blown or dusted on the 
plants. 


Arsenical Polsons on Elm Trees. 

The first brood of larvye of the elm leaf 
beetle appears in June. Timely applica 
tions of Paris green or London purple in 
water sprayed over and among the foliage 
of the trees will destroy this pest. But 
the spray will leave some poison on the 
grass he poisoned trees need not be tu 
a pasture lot nor around the dwelling 
house to be a source of danger. If there 
is the least possible chance of horses, 
cows, sheep or other animals grazing 
about them or of children playing there, 
the greatest caution should be observed 
in using arsenites. 


To Keep Crows from Pulling Corn. 

A correspondent in New York Tribune 
says: ‘The best of all ways to keep crows 
from pulling corn {s to sow corn broad 
cast before the planted corn comes up 
One quart to the acre will be enough untl! 
it Is gone, then sow more. Some soak 
corn. but I neverdo Thecrows will pick 
up cutworms enough to pay for the corn 
and the labor of sowing Ihave seen sods 
that would weigh a pound or more that 
the crows jerked over to get a worm.” 


A Homo Mado Garden Cultivator. 
The cultivator illustrated in the accom 
pea ing cut was recently described In 
Prairie Farmer by tho maker of it, who 
vouches to have used {t successfully in 
his garden for twelve years. 


A GOOD GARDEN CULTIVATONR. 

He says concerning {t: ‘] got this enl- 
tivator up for cultivating onions, but 
havo extended its use to everything raised 
in the garden. The peculiar shapo of the 
knifo or scraper admits of its being 
worked close up to young and small 
plasia’ without danger or irfury by cut 

ing, while it does Its work exceedingly 
well In the more advanced stages of plant 
growth. The knife shown at Acan be 
made from any old worn out cross cut 
saw blade, Any blacksmith will make St 
at a cost of about fifty cents.

The bend 
to make the flange or protector should 
not be turned square and sharp, but 
rather gradually, producing a rounded 
corner, 60 that while working very near 
the row it will not gouge into the plants, 
or out off needed roots..

Success In Life of a Former Presbyterian

Dr. Archie Walker, son of our townsman 
Hugh Walker, Exq., sends the following 
record of a gentleman, who will be remem- 
bered as a former Preshyterian Missionary 
in Thurlow and Roslin :

But the English and Dutch did take 
it Artillery, and sappers, and miners, and 
fleets pouring out yolloys of death, and thou- 
sands of men, reckless of danger, can do any- 
thing. Tho stoutest’heart of sin, though it 
be rock, and surrounded by an ocean of

But is all this admonition and prayer} and 
Christian work for nothing?

As stars, the redeemed hare a borrowed 
light. What makes and Venus and 
Jupiter so luminous? the sun throws 
down his torch in the heavens the stars pick 
up the scattered brands and hold them in 
procession as the queen of the night ad- 
vances; so all Christian workers, standing 
around the throne, will shin in the light bor- 
towed from the Sun of Righteousness—Jesus 
in their faces, Jesus in their songs, Jesus in 
their triuraph. Christ left heaven once for a 
tour of redemption on earth, yet the 
glorified ones knew he would come back 
again. But let him abdicate his throne, 
and go away to stayiforever, the music 
would stop; the congregation disperse; the

_ light stagnate, and every chariot would. be- 
come.a hearse, and every bell would toll, and 
, there would not bo room on the hill sides to 
bury the dead of the great metropolis, for 
there would be pestilence in heaven. But 
‘ Jesus lives, and so al! the redeemed live 
| with him. He shall recognize them as his 
comrades in earthly toil, and remember what 
- they did for the honor of his name and 
for the spread of his kingdom. All their 
prayers and tears and work will rise before 
him as he looks into their faces, and he will 
divide his kingdom with them; his peace— 
their peace; his holiness—their holiness; his 
joy—their joy. The glory of the central 
throne reflected from the surrounding 
thrones, the last spot of sin struck from the 
Christian orb; and the entire nature a-trem- 
. ble and a-flash with light, they shall shine as 
the stars forever and ever. 

Again: Christian workers shall bo like the 
stars in the fact that they havea light inde- 
pendent of each other.

victories published. Before men went out to 
the last war, the orators told them that they 
would all be remembered by their country, 
and their names be cominemornted in poetry 
and in song; but go tothe graveyard in Rich- 
mond and you will find there six thousand 
graves, over each one of which {s the inscrip- 
tion, “Unknown.” Tho world does not re- 
member its heroes; but there will be no un- 
recognized Christian worker in heaven. 
Each one known by all; grandly known; 
known by acclamation; all the past story of 
work for God gleaming in cheek, and brow, 
and foot, and palm. They shall shine with 
distinct light os the stars, forever and ever. 
Again: Christian worgors shall shino liko 
tho stars in clusters. Inlooking up, you find 
the worlds in family circles, Brothers and 
sisters—they take hold of each other's hands 
and dance in groups. Orion in a group.

But thoy loved 
God, and ‘yonder they shine in brilliant con- 
stellation. YetI shall not long to get into 
that particular group. Yonder is a constel- 
lation of small hearted Christians—asteroids 
in the eternal astronomy. While some souls 
goup from Christian battle and blaze like 
Mars, theso asteroids dart a feeble ray like 
Vesta. Yonder is a constellation of martyrs, 
of apostles, of patriarchs. Our souls, as thoy 
&° up to heaven, will seek out the most con- 
genial society, Yonder is a constellation 
almost merry with the play of light, On 
earth they were full of sympathios and songs, 
ond tears and raptures and congratulations, 
When they prayed, their words took fire; 
when they sang, tho tune could not hold 
them; when they wept over a world’s woes, 
they sobbed as if heart broken; when thoy 
worked for Christ, they flamed with enthu- 
sinsm. |Yonder they ore—circlo of light!

The star | 
most thoroughly fixed filesthousandsof niles 
arminute, The astronomer, using his tele 
scope for an Alpine stock, leaps from world 
crag to world crag, and finds no atar stand 
Ing still The chamojé hunter has to fly to 
catch his prey, but notso awift is his game | 
as that which the scloutist tries to shoot 
through the tower of @bservatory. Like 
petrels mid Atlantic, that seem to como 
from no sehore, and be hound to 
no landing place—fiying, flying—so 
these great flocks of worlds rest not 
as they go, wing and wing, age after age, 
forever and ever. The eagle bastes to its 
preys but we shall in speed beat the eagles. 

ou bavo noticed the velocity of the swift 
horse, under whose feet the miles slip like a 
smooth ribbon, and as he passes the four 
hoofs strike the earth in such quick beat 
your pulser take the same vibration. But all 
these things are not swift in comparison | 
with the motion of which I speak. The moon 
moves fifty-four thousand miles tn a day. 
Yonder, Neptune flashes on eloven thousand 
miles in an hour. Yonder, Meroury goes one 
hundred and nine thousand miles in an hour. 
86, like the stars, the Christian worker shall 
shine in swiftness of motion. You hear 
now of father or mother or child sick 
one thousand miles away, and it takes 
you. two days to get to them. You hear 
of some case of suffering that demands 
your immediate attention, but it takes 
you an bour to get thera Oh, the joy when 
you shall, in fulfillment of tho text, take 
starry speed, and be equal to one hundred 
thousand miles an hour. Having on earth 
got used to Christian work, you will not quit 
when death strikes you. You will only take 
on moro velocity. There isa dying child in 
London, and its spirit must be taken up to 
God: you aro there in an instant to do it, 
There is a young man in Néw York to be ar- 
rested from going into that gate of sin: you 
are there in an instant to arrest him. 
Whether with spring of foot, or stroke of 
wing, or by the force of some new law that 
shall hurl you to the spot where you would 
go, I know not; but my text suggests veloo- 
ity. All space open before you, with nothing 
to hinder you in mission of light and love 
and joy, you shall shine in swiftness of mo- 
tion as the stars forever and ever. 

Again: Christian workers, like the stars, 
shall shine in magnitude. The mostilliterate 
man knows that these things in the sky, 
looking like gilt buttons, are great masses of 
matter. To weigh them, one wouldth k that 
it would require scales witb a pillar bun- 
dreds of thousands of mies high, and chains 
hundreds of thousands of miles long, and at 
the bottom of the chains basins on éither side 
hundreds of thousands of miles wide, and 
that then omnipotence alone could put the 
mountains into the scales and the hills intothe 
balance. But puny man has been equal to the 
undertaking, and has set a little balance on

world. Yea, he has pulled out his measur- 
ing line, and announced that Herschel is 
thirty-six thousand miles in diameter, Saturn 
seventy-nine thousand miles in diameter 
and Jupiter eighty-nine thousand miles in 
diameter, and that the smallest pear! on the 
beach of heaven is immense beyond all im- 
agination. So all they who have toiled for 
Christ on earth shall rise up to a magnitude 
of privilege, and a magnitude of strength, 
and a magnitude of holiness,and a mag- 
nitude of joy; and the weakest saint in 
glory becomes greater than all that we can 
now imagine of an archangel. 

Brethren, it doth not yet appear what we 
shall be. Wisdom that shall know eyery- 
thing; wealth that shall possess everything; 
strengtb that shall do everything; glory that 
shall circumscribe everything! We shall 
not be like a taper set in a sick man’s win- 
dow, or a bundle of sticks kindled on the 
beach to warm a shivering crew; but you 
must take the diameter and the circumfer~ 
ence of the world if you would get any idea 
of the greatness of our estate when we shall 
shine as the stars forever and ever. 

Lastly—and coming to this point my mind 
almost breaks down under the contemplation 
—like the stars, all Christian workers shall 
shine in duration, Thesame stars that look 
down upon us looked down upon the Chal- 
dean shepherds, The meteor that I saw flash- 
ing across the sky the other night, 1 wonder 
if {t was not the same one that pointed down 
to where Jesus lay in the manger, and if, 
having pointed out bis birthplace, it has ever 
since been wandering through the heavens, 
watching to sce how the world would treat 
him. When Adam awoke in the garden In 
the cool of the day he saw coming out 
through the dusk of the evening thé samo 
worlds that greeted us on our way to church 
to-night. 

In Independence hall is an old cracked bell 
that sounded the signature of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. You cannot ring it 
now; but this great chime of silver bells that 
strike in the dome of night ring out with as 
sweet a tone as when God swung them at the 
creation. Look up at night, and know that 
the white lilies that bloom in all the hanging 
gardens of our King are century plants—not 
blooming once in a hundred years, but 
through all the centuries 

The star at which the mariner looks to- 
night was the light by which the ships of 
Tarshish were guided across the Mediterra- 
nean and the Venetian flotilla found ite way 
into Lepanto, Their armor is as bright to 
night as when, in ancient battle, the stars in 
their courses fought against Sisera. .To the 
ancients the stars were symbols of eternity. 

But here the figure of my text breaks 
down—not in defeat, but in the majesties of 
the judgment, Tho stars shall not shine for- 
over. Tho Bible says thoy shall fall liko 
autumnal leaves. It is almost impossible for 
aman to takeina courser going a mile in 
threo minutes; but God shall take in tle 
worlds, flying a hundred thousand miles an 
hour, by one pull of his little finger. As, 
when the factory band slips at nightfall 
from the main wheel, all the smaller wheels 
slacken their speed, and with slower and 
slower, motion they turn until they 
come to full stop, so this great 
machinery of the universe, wheel within 
wheel, making revolution of appalling speed, 
shall by the touch of God's handslip the band 
of present law and slacken and stop. That 
is what will be the matter with the mount- 
ains, The chariot in which they ride shall 
halt so suddenly that the kings shall be 
thrown out. Star after star shall be carried 
out to burial amid funeral torches and burn- 
ing worlds, Constellations shall throw ashes 
on their heads, and all up and down the high- 
ways of space there shall be mourning, 
mourning, mourning, because the worlds are, 
dead. But the Christian workers shall 
never quit their . thrones—they shall 
relgn forever and ever, If, by some in- 
vasion from hell, the attempt were made to

TWEED'S RAILWAY CONNEC: 
TIONS. 


The Kingatonians are endeavoring to se- 
cure railway connection with Tweed by the 
Napanee, Tamworth and Quebeo Railway 
and to make their city the shipping point 
for the line. With this’ view their Oity 
Uouncil and Board of Trade have had a 
conference with the Reeve, one of the 
Deputy Reeves and two or three influential 
residonta of the township of Hungerford ; 
but the reault was not such as to indicate 
that Hungerford will bonus the project 
heavily, if'at all, Ov.e reas n for this state 
of feeling is that a project which would be 
much more acceptable to the people of 
Hungerford ison the tapis, namely the 
Belleville and Lake Nipissing Railway. 
This line is projected .o traverse a large and 
important portion of Hungerford which has 
long needed railway facilities,and to connect 
the township with Belleville, which is not 
only its natural outlet, but is the county 
seat as well, at which a great deal of busi- 
ness must of necessity be transacted. More- 
over, the construction of this road will 
build up our own county, whilst the N., T- 
& Q. would profit Hastings but little in 
comparison. 

Under these circumstances it should be 
surprising if the residents of Hungerford 
were to take such action as would discour- 
age the proposed connection with Belle- 
ville, which posseages many advantages, in 
addition to those noted, over the Kingston 
project. We understand that the Belle- 
ville and Nipissing charter isin good hands 
and that in a short time the project will be 
laid before the people of the district affected 
in such a manner as to commend itself to 
their favorable consideration, 

The matter is of the greatest importance 
to Belleville, and we trust that the project 
may receive a warm support in this city. 


A UASE IN POINT. 

Practice is better than theory, so as an 
Instance of the way in which reciprocity 
works to the benefit of our farmers and 
fruit growers, the Picton Gazette narrates 
the following: ‘On Monday there was a 
great scarcity of strawberries in Kingston, 
to which large quantities have been shipped 
from Prince Edward, and where good prices 
are usually obtained. The fact of the acar- 
city became noised about, and during the 
afternoon and evening all the berries that 
could be obtained in Picton were bought up 
for shipment to Kingston the next morning, 
the prices ranging from 10 to 12c. per bask- 
et. When the Hero arrived it was found 
that the market had been glutted in conse- 
quence of the previous arrival of large 
quantities of American berries. The rosult 
was, of course, that those taken from Pio 
ton were a drug in the market, causing 
sorious loss to the shippers. The conse- 
quence is that Kingston now offers a very 
poor market for Prince Edward berries,and 
producers are compelled to take almost 
whatever they can get here in order to se" 
cure sales, They might try the oxperiment 
of shipping their surplus stock to that ‘en- 
larged market of 60,000,000 ' we have heard 
80 much about,”
